BECKER TOOK SECOND WIFE 


| And Children Wanted Ex-Treasurer 


of Illinots To Divide His 8500,- 
000 Estate—After Confer- 
ring with Children Beck- 
er Shot Himeeltf. 


Belleville, Il... January 2.—Chariles 
Becker, 67 years oki, formerly’ state 
treasurer of Illinois, committe, suicide 
at his home today by shooting himself 
in the mouth. The suicide, followed a 
family conference attended “by three of 
his four children. 

Becker's first wife died two ye*rs ago 
Last June he was married to Mrs. Fraax 
Erpenheim. It is said that the family 
conference was held today to discuss the 
disposition of Becker's estate as a result 
of his second marriage. Mrs. Becker 
was visiting friends in St. Louis at the 
time of the conference. 

Mrs. Bertha Orr, of Chicago, wife of 
former Minister to Venezuela Claire Orr, 
one of the children present, found Beck- 
er’s body on the floor of his bed room 
with a revolver at his side. The other 
children present were Arthur Becker, a 
lumber dealer of Little Rock, Ark., and 
Gustave Becker, of Belleville. The eld- 
est son. Cassimir Becker, of Osceola, 
Iowa, was not abie to spend the holidays 
with his father. . 

Coroner Irwin gave a veridict-of sul- 
cide after taking the testimony of mem- 
bers of the family, but the declined to 
make public the testimony. 

Becker was a director in the First Na- 
tional bank of Belleville and in the 
Belleville Stove and Range Company. 
He was worth about $500,000. Becker 
was born in Germany, He became promi- 
nent in Illinois politics after a long bus- 
iness career and was elected state treas- 
urer in 1888 on the ticket with Governor 
Fifer. We served throughout the civil 
War as a volunteer.

We answer, ‘‘Actual 
cost. and 10 per cent for use of tools.’’ S!- 
lence reigns. many days, and we repair, send 
the contractors the bill for same. Again si- 
lence reigns, and then the.city attorney sues. 

After several years of: this child’s play 
one of our contract companies took one more 
step—they. camé forward, after being sued on 
several repair accounts, and asked, ‘‘What 
lump sum will your city take to relieve us 
of all guarantees?’

We again beg that the council of 1908 will 
zo into the. matter deep enough to see that 
property holders’ interests are protected and 
to fix the responsibility for auch paving. 

The property holder is compelled to pay 
any pavement assessment presented, even 
without explanation. 

It ig the duty of the municipal officers to 
see that he gets value received for his money 
so taken. 

These pavement assessments, added to the 
general tax, makes the burden heavy to 
bear, and when a high-priced pavement goes 
to pieces in less time than one-third the 
guaranteed period it is enough to make the 
average man lose confidence. 

WHY CAN'T these contractors be made to 
live up to their contracts and guarantees? 

Again, when contractors fail to carry out 
in good faith a contract with the city, to live 
up to th@®r promised guarantee, for which 
they have collected from the property holder, 
street car company and city in advance, 
WHY will our city fathers make other can- 
tracts with them?

and GUARANTEE.

Woman in the Case, 


Philadelphia, Pa. January 2.—The 
nine triers appoitned to hear charges 
preferred against Rev. William A. 
Shaffer, presiding elder of the west 
Episcopal conference tonight returned 
a werdict against: the accused. 

While no specificationg have been 
made officially, as to the nature of 
the charges, it ia known that Dr Shaf- 
fer is charged with “conduct unbecom- 
ing a minister’’ in his relations with 
Mrs. Martha Deichley, postmistress at 
Morgantown, Pa. 

The triers who heard the case simply 
decided that the charges had been 8sus- 
tained. Dr. Shaffer stands suspended 
from all ministerial services and all 
church privileges pending the meeting 
of the Philadelphia conference in 
March, before which he will be formal- 
ly tried. 

The charges against Dr. Shaffer are 
based principally upon the finding of 
an unsigned letter which it Is alleged 
he received from Mrs. Deichley, while 
he occupied rooms at the home of Mrs. 
L. O& Shaw in thig city. The nature 
of the letter was such that an inquiry 
was necessary. wr. Shaffer and his 
friends contended that the letter was 
not written by Mrs. Deichley ,as al- 
leged.

Aocused of Killing 
a Policeman, 


Brookhaven, Miss., January 2.—Proba- 
bly the first lynching of 1908 occurred 
here today, when a mob in broad day- 
light took a negro away from police OI- 
ficers and shot him. 

The negro, whose name was not 
known, either to the police of mob, 
was accused of killing a policeman at 
on Tuesday night. 

The negro had been arrested as a sus- 
picious person because he came  tU0 
Brookhaven looking for medical treat- 
ment for a gunshot wound in base 
abdomen. 

The men got him away from the police 
by using a lasso, which was thrown 
over the negro’s neck as the officers 
hurried. him to jail. The lassoing or 
the black occurred near the central part 
of town, about 3 o'clock, and owing 10 
the quick gathering of crowds an et- 
fort to hang him was abandoned. 

After the shooting, a city official per- 
suaded the mob not to drag the body 
through the streets, as its members 
proclaimed an intention of doing. the 
mob is sad to have been composed 
mostly of men from the vicinity of 
Oakvale. After the lynching a negro 
who saw the body sa.u it was that of 
Coot Autman, accused of Killing a po- 
liceman in this vicinity December 10,

BY THE ORGANS OF ANIMALS 


New York, January 2.—Experiments 
have been made at the Rockefeller in- 
stitute for medical research which have 
resulted in the successful transference 
of vital organs from one living animal 
to another. Cats were used in the ex- 
periments, and Alexis Carrel, the ex- 
perimenter, announces that he trans- 
planted in mass the kidneys of one cat 
to the body of another. 

Doctors with whom the experiments 
were discussed said it was not far 
from the time when it may be possible 
to transplant one of the vital organs 
from animals’ body to that of a hu- 
man. 

“It only requires,” one of them said, 
‘the emergency and need of such an 
operation for it to be tried in the more 
important case.” 7 


Fourteen experiments were conducted 
by Mr. Carrel at the Rockefeller insti- 
tute between February and October of 
last year, five of which were failures 
because of unfavorable conditions at 
the time of operation. The cats sur- 
vived the operations in periods varying 
from three to thirty-six days, and Dr. 
Carrel said that if it had been possi- 
ble to permit them to return to their 
natural life he bélieved they would have 
lived their alloted time. 

In the first case the cat survived four- 
teen days, the next lived but three; 
ten days was the record of the third; 


| the fourth died at the end of eight days; 


five days sufficed for the fifth; the 
sixth lived one month; the seventh and 
eighth thirteen days, ‘and the ninth 
made the record.

BIG FALLING OFF SHOWN 


On vanuary 2, 1908, there were tried 
in the recorder’s court at both morn- 
ing and afternoon sessions only 32 
cases. On the same day of January, 
1907, the number of cases tried by the 
recorder was 106. 

On: January 2, 1908, there was total 
prohibition in Atlanta; on January 2, 
1907, all the saloons and wholesale 
and bottling houses were open. 

There may have been other causes for 
the great falling off of police court 
cases, but the prohibitionists will argue 
that the greatest was prohibition. 

A comparison of the police dockets 
for the two dates méntioned above 
will show that over three times as 
many cases were tried by the recorder 
a year ago as there were yesterday. 

A comparison of the dockets will also 
show that only a few drunks were 
among the 32 cases tried yesterday, 
while there were some forty cases for 
drunks among the !106 cases of Janu- 
ary 2, 1907.

What May Be the Result. 


There were tried by the recorder last 
year 22,000 cases. If the same falling 
off as shown by a comparison of the 
dockets of January 2, 1907, and the 
same day this year, should keep up 
through all the days of 1908, the num- 
ber of cases for the year will be only 
about 5,000 or 6,000. 

Some argue that because of the clos- 
ing of saloons a great many people 
bought bottles and jugs which have 
not yet been tapped, and that as soon 
as this is done, the number of arrests 
by the police will pick up considerably; 
on the other hand, the prohibitionists 
contend that the falling off in the num- 
ber of arrests is due solely to the clos- 
ing of the saloons-and that the num- 
ber of cases as compared with those of 
last year will not get less as the year 
passes away. 

Interesting comparisons like that 
above will continue to be made from 
time to time by those who are watch- 
ing the effect that the closing of sa- 
loons will have on the police court 
records.

The cash receipts for the year from water 
rents were $289,295.35. Add to that the cash 
receipts from new taps and replaced meters 
$27,808.94, and for material turned in 
through city clerk’s office $6,295.76, making a 
total of $323,400.05, showing increase 
water sales of $32,978.31 over the year 1906. 

In addition to the above cash income this 
department has furnished for free and public 
use, including ‘charitable institutions, pubile 
buildings, hospitals, schools, jails, etc., $175,- 
192.40 during the year 1907.

Carrel said that if it had been possi- 
ble to permit them to return to their 
natural life he bélieved they would have 
lived their alloted time.

DEVILED CRABS. 

Boll as many crabs as will furnish six 
ounces of meat. When cool enough to han- 
dle, remove the meat from the shells, cut it 
into small pié@ces, and cle@§n the shea 
thoroughly. Add to six ounces of the crab 
meat two ounces of bread crumbs, two hard 
boiled eggs chopped, the juice of half a 
lemon, a little cayenne pepper and salt. Mix 
the whole with cream sauce, fill the shells, 
sprinkle them with bread crumbs and set in 
the. oven until slightly browned.

New York, January 2.—Prices moved 
over quite a wide range today, but the 
stock market was narrow, measured by 
the extent of the numbers interested in 
it.

The causes 
given for the plight of the property, espe- 
cially the legislative pursuit of railroads 
in some of the southern states and the 
stringency of the money market are of 
such general application to railroads in 


that territory that {Mey were generally 


responsiive to the news. Even more ef- 
fect was produced on speculative senti- 
ment by the reports from Washington, 
not without official sanction that a suit 
would be actively pusheg by the govern- 
ment along the lines of the Northern 
Securities suit to force a dissolution of 
the Harriman railroad merger. There 
has grown up an assumption in some 
quarters of the financial world that a 
state of truce was to obtain between 
the government and the great railroad 
corporations as a measure of policy in 
view of depression growing out of the 
financial crisis. Intimation of a Plan 
looking to the segregation of Union Pa- 
cific investments in the hands of a sep- 
arate company was believed to secure 
the removal of the objections of the au- 
thorities to the present condition, The 
Harriman railroad stocks, therefore, 
shared with the southern group in the 
early i@epression. The rise in prices, 
which occurred toweard the close of the 
year, was (persistently distrusted by the 
professional element, which was inclined 
to assume today that with the passag 
of New Year’s day the occasion for su) 
porting values would disappear. This 
view was fostered by the general note 
of conservatism in annual] financial re- 
views as to the rate of recuperation to 
be expected in the general situation @ 
certain amount of commercial and indus- 
trial liquidation being commonly accept- 
eq as a necessity. 

The strength of the market became 
general as tile day progressed. The 
action of the money market also gave 
satisfaction, the early high rate of 20 
per cent yielding steadily din the later 
dealings. Larger offerings of time funds 
were reported also, although rates in 
that demartment yielded but little. The 
dwindling premium on gold practically 
disappeared today, affording a feeling of 
greater life. So long as the premium 
existed it was felt that an obstacle re- 
mained to be overcome to the establish- 
ment of normal banking conditions. The 
reduction in the Bank of England's of- 
ficial discount rate from 7 to 6 per cent 
also marked the passing of one of the 
extraordinary measures which twere sig- 
mals of abnormal conditions.

It is generally understoog that the rali- 
road commission of Georgia will not an- 
nounce a decision in the matter of clas- 
sification for compressed and uncom- 
pressed cotton until this summer. 

The reason assigned for this delay in 
the hearing which took place early last 
fall, is that any change in the method 
of handling cotton while the major por- 
tion of it was in transit would not be 
feasible, 

It is recalled that Harvie Jordan, pres- 
ident of the Southern Cotton Association, 
filed with the commission a petition ask- 
ing that a lower rate be granted for 
the hauling of compresseg cotton than 
that allowed for handling the original 
bale. ° 

Two days was consumed in the taking 
of evidence on this subject and the ar- 
guments of the lawyers engaged in the 
case.

Justice Gould's opinion cited numer- 
ous precedents all to the effect that 
where the injury complained of is real- 
ly a public one, and the right violated 
is a public right, an individual taxpayer 
cannot obtain a rule for injury unless 
he suffers a personal injury. 

“Courts of equity,’’ said Justice 
Gould,, ‘“‘deal only with civil and prop- 
erty rights, and have no facilities for 
preventing loss from a_ sentimental 
standpoint. From the allegations in 
the bill, it is clear that whatever loss 
may be suffered from a fingnical stand- 
point, it differs in no respéct frogn that 
whch would be suffered by every other 
taxpayer inhabitant in the United 
States.”’ ;
